The NYSCamp has traditionally been held at a facility located in the Monongahela 
National Forest near Bartow in the eastern mountains of West Virginia in the United 
States.  In response to the COVID-19 pandemic, this year’s program will entirely be a 
virtual experience for 2021 delegates.  
 

Dates of the 
NYSCamp 

Delegates MUST attend the entire NYSCamp program beginning Monday, June 28, 
2021 and ending on Wednesday, July 21, 2021. Although other camp activities will be 
offered, selected delegates must commit to a minimum 4.5 hour daily virtual 
participation requirement between the hours of 6:00PM and 10:30 PM Eastern 
Daylight Time (EDT) for the duration of the camp.  
 

Cost The National Youth Science Camp is offered at NO COST to its participants so that 
selected delegates may attend regardless of their financial status.   
 

Eligible 
Applicants 

• Must be 16, 17 or 18 years of age on July 1, 2021. 
• This call is only for Mexican citizens (candidates with dual U.S. and Mexican 

nationalities or U.S. resident status are ineligible) 
• Must demonstrate superior academic proficiency- minimum grade point average of 

9.0-, including recognition in mathematics and/or the sciences; 
• Must have documented leadership abilities and social maturity through involvement 

in school and community activities; 
• Must have documented skills and achievements outside the realm of science, 

technology, engineering and mathematics, and outside the realm of academia; and 
• Must demonstrate a curiosity and an eagerness to explore many and varied topics. 
• Must intend to pursue higher education and a career in science, technology, 

engineering, or mathematics related field. 
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• Must be willing and able to participate in the entire NYSCamp program.  
• Must demonstrate English proficiency as the program is conducted in English.  

Please provide one of the following English certificates: 
Þ TOEFL ITP: minimum score of 500 points.  
Þ TOEFL IBT: minimum score of 61 points.  
Þ IELTS: B1 level.  
Þ Duolingo Test: minimum score of 60 points.  
Þ or, an English teacher can complete the English Proficiency Form attached to the

2021 – Recommendation letter for student’s full name, and  

• Evidence of English language proficiency.
